SAMPLE RESOLUTION TO BE USED WHEN APPLYING FOR FLOOD 
INSURANCE 


Whereas, certain areas of (COMMUNITY) are subject to periodic flooding 
from (STREAMS, RIVERS, LAKES, OCEANS, ETC.), causing serious 
damages to properties within these areas; and 


WHEREAS, relief is available in the form of Federally subsidized flood 
insurance as authorized by the National Flood Insurance Act of 1968; and 


WHEREAS, it is the intent of this Town Meeting to require the recognition 
and evaluation of flood hazards in all official actions relating to land use in 
the floodplain areas having special flood hazards; and 


WHEREAS, this body has the legal authority to adopt land use and control 


measures to reduce future flood losses pursuant to New Hampshire RSA 
Chapter 31, 36, 156, and 156A. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, That this Town Meeting hereby: 


1. Assures the Federal Insurance Administration that it intends to enact 
and maintain in force for those areas having defined flood hazards, 
adequate land use and control measures with effective enforcement 
provisions consistent with the Criteria set forth is Section 1910 of the 
National Flood Insurance Program and 


2. Vests (the Planning Board or Town Manager or other duly authorized 
Municipal Officer) with the responsibility, authority, and means to: 


(a) Delineate or assist the Administrator, at his request, in 
delineating the limits of the areas having special flood hazards on available 
local maps of sufficient scale to identify the location of building sites. 


(b) Provide such information as the Administrator may request 
concerning present uses and occupancy of the floodplain. 


(c) Cooperate with Federal, state, and local agencies and private 
firms which undertake to study, survey, map, and identify floodplain areas, 
and cooperate with neighboring communities with respect to management 
of adjoining floodplains in order to prevent aggravation of existing hazards. 


(d) Submit on the anniversary date of the community’s initial 
eligibility an annual report to the Administrator on the progress made 
during the past year within the community in the development and 
implementation of floodplain management measures. 


3. Appoints the Building Permit Officer (Board of Selectmen or Building 
Inspector) to maintain for public inspection and to furnish upon request a 
record of elevations (in relation to mean sea level) of the lowest floor 
(including basement) of all new or substantially improved structures 
located in the special flood hazard areas. If the lowest floor is below grade 
on one or more sides, the elevation of the floor immediately above must 
also be recorded. 


4. Intends to take such other official action within its powers as may be 
reasonably necessary to carry out the objectives of the program.

Resolution B-1 


SUGGESTED ORDINANCE TO ESTABLISH 
FLOODPLAIN BUILDING REGULATIONS 


Article 30. To see if the Town will vote to establish the following building 
regulation pursuant to RSA 156 as follows: 


1. The Building Permit Officer (Board of Selectmen or Building 
Inspector) shall review all building permit applications for new 
construction or substantial improvements to determine whether proposed 
building sites will be reasonably safe from flooding. If a proposed building 
site is in a location that has a flood hazard, any proposed new construction 
or substantial umprovement (including prefabricated and mobile homes) 
must (1) be designed (or modified) and anchored to prevent flotaion, 
collapse, or lateral movement of the structure, (2) use construction 
materials and utillity equipment that are resistent to flood damage, and (3) 
use construction methods and practices that will minimizze damage. 


(NOTE: This proposed text meets the minimum HUD-FIA requirements. 
It is recommended that specific building specifications be added to guide 
building activity and construction permit decisions more effectively.) 


31. To raise and appropriate monies for a Town Office Building. This 
project to be financed jointly with matching State and/or Federal funds. 


32. To transact any other business as may come before said meeting.

The annual spring picnic, the October Halloween party, and the December 
Christmas party are all examples of the cooperation and community 
involvement present at Unity School. This school has a reputation of being 
warm, hospitable, and responsive. May we always keep this tradition. 


KINDEGARTEN: 


1975 marks the beginning of a private kindergarten in Unity. Much work 
and planning went into this program. A word of thanks is certainly in order 
to all those who have helped with this large task. Patricia Walkley, a 
vivacious experienced teacher who loves children, is our kindergarten 
teacher. 


““JINGLES’’ FOUND: 


‘Jingles’, Lorraine Baker’s nine foot dog, was stolen this fall from school. 
Thanks to Levi LeMere, the first graders will soon be getting ‘Jingles’ 
‘back. 


FIELD TRIP-RUGGLES MINE: 


Last spring, as a follow up to a science unit on rocks and minerals, Harold 
Hall’s fifth and sixth grade classes took a field trip to Ruggles Mine.

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REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Board of Education and Citizens of the Community: 

Principal Bernard Cornell continues to ably and efficiently direct the staff 
and students of the Unity School. 

Joining Mr. Cornell and the school’s faculty on a part time basis this fall 
was Patricia Walkley. Mrs. Walkley teaches six hours per week helping 
students needing more instructional time than the regular classroom 
teacher can give. Mrs. Walkley received her B.A. degree from Slippery 
Rock College, Pa. in 1965. She has preciously taught in Princeton, N.J. 
and Burlington, Ma. 

Walter Meyers assumed the responsibilities of school custodian following 
the resignation of Guy Merrifield in October of 1975. | 

Carol Lariviere has informed the Board she will not be returning next 
September. Miss Lariviere has taught here most competently for the past 
two years. We acknowledge with gratitude the fine service she has 
rendered to the students of Unity. 


Curriculum: 

Much curriculum work has been done with the assistance of the Teacher 
Consultant, Wesley J. Rooker. Unity students were invited to participate 
in Claremont’s Summer Enrichment Program this summer. The 
history-geography program was reviewed to make certain we comply with 
state regulations, and we do. Additional instructional time was redirected 
to reading/mathematics, and our students scored well on the Stanford 
Achievement Tests (S.A.T.) administered in October. 

The kindergarten program, although not supported by public dollars, will 
be of immeasurable help to the children prior to their enrollment in grade 
I urge everyone to support this class in any and every way they possibly 
can. A visit to the classroom will, I believe, easily convince one of the value 
of a kindergarten experience for five year olds. 


Budget: 

To support the staff and students the Board will soon be requesting the 
voters to appropriate a sum of money to carry on the educational program. 
You perhaps have already noted that once again the greatest increase is for 
high school tuition, one item over which we have no control. I will not dwell 
on other specific items as these will most certainly be discussed from the 
floor at the district’s school meeting. 

However, one act of community service most certainly deserves recognition 
here. Bus contracts now operate under a cost of living clause. Mr. Sears 
would be due an approximate 8% adjustment next year, however, he 
informed the board he would accept only 3%. His action results in a 
substantial savings to Unity. 
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Transportaion: | 
Whether on school grounds or in transit, we are very much concerned with 
the safety and welfare of the children entrusted to our care. 

A recent NH Supreme Court decision (11/28/75) is called to your attention; 
and a partial quote follows: 

‘‘In no case can a pupil be required to walk more than one and one-half 
miles to a point of departure, and if required to walk in excess of one mile, 
the route and schedule must be approved by the State Board of 
Education’’. 

If your child is under fourteen (14) years of age, and the above situation 
applies, please notify a board member, or myself, so we can take 
appropriate measures. 


Building and Grounds: 

Two major projects were completed. A culvert was installed to the west 
side of the school and the area graded. This not only increased space but 
more importantly eliminated a rather hazardous area very near the school. 
Completed at a reasonable cost of $700.00, this was a joint venture between 
school and the town highway department, thus the appreciable savings. 
At the direction of New Hampshire’s Department of Health, a third bank of 
lights was installed in the grade 7/8 room. This bid was awarded to Uitts 
and DiLorenzo, Electrical Contractors. 

Last year it was reported that new burners were installed in the three 
furnaces. This, I’m happy to say, resulted in a documented 40% savings in 
fuel consumption, a substantial decrease. 

At the suggestion of our insurance agency, the board authorized an 
increase in building coverage from $95,000 to $125,000. This facility 
represents a large community investment and merits adequate insurance 
protection.

The past year has been productive and successful. It has been so for many 
reasons. 

One of the most important reasons for its success has been the leadership 
of the School Board. Maurice Blanchard, Chairman is the person 
responsible for this leadership. He is serving the last of his nine years of 
service to Unity as a board member.

SCHOOL NURSE’S REPORT 
1974.1975 


To the Unity School Board and the Citizens of Unity 1 herewith 
submit my annual report as school nurse. 

One hundred and twenty seven vision tests were given, of which 
nine students were referred to their parnets for need of further 
examination and these were carried out. One hundred and five hearing 
tests were administered of which two were referred to their parents and 
received treatment. Color perception tests were given to thirty-nine 
students. These were given to all new students and first graders. All 
students receive this test once while at Unity School. 

All students were weighed and measured. Head and skin checks 
are done periodically as the need arises. 

We had very few contagious diseases throughout the school year. 

Pre-school registration was held during school time; this seemed 
quite successful. Seventeen pre-school children were registered. At this 
time the State requirements for school entry, such as : a complete physical 
and immunizations, were explained to the parents. Parents, also, at this 
time may make known any pertinent problems their child might have upon 
entering school; thus making his or her adjustment to school easier. 

It 1s essential that parents keep the school informed as to their 
wishes of where to contact them or a designated person to come for their 
child in the event of illness while at school. 

Again this year I was invited to attend a verv lovely Christmas 
dinner, put on for the school children and personnel, by the Parent 
Teachers Club. They deserve much credit; for they put in a great deal of 
time and work to make this event a memorable one. The children and all 
who attend certainly enjoy this festive occasion. I am honored to be 
invited. 

My association with the Teachers, Students, and School Board 
Members, I thoroughly enjoy. Their helpfulness and cooperation is greatly 
appreciated.
